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I* STATUS OF INCARCERATION 


Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, Bureau of Internal 1 
Security, Police of Puerto Rico, San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
advised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on July 26, 1957, ALBIZU 
continued to be confined in the Presbyterian Hospital, 
Santurce, Puerto Rico, where* he has been since November 9, 
1956, when he was transferred from the Commonwealth of 
Puetto Rico State Penitentiary, Rio Piedras, due to his 
poor physical condition. Captain GONZALEZ idvlsed ALBIZU

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la under twenty-four hour guard by agents of the Bureau of 
Internal Security and Is maintained In a private room in the 
hospital with the best available medical and nursing care. 

Captain GONZALEZ advised he has received no official 
information as to whether ALBIZU will remain in the Presby- 
terian Hospital or will be returned to the Commonwealth 
State Penitentiary. He asserted it is his opinion ALBIZU 
will remain indefinitely in the hospital. 

On July 16, 1957, SAC CARROLL DOYLE conferred with 
Governor LUIS MUNOZ MARIN concerning the subject. Governor 
MUNOZ advised SAC DOYLE he has no intention of granting a 
pardon or parole to ALBIZU. Governor MUNOZ stated he is 
reconciled to the fact the Government of Puerto Rio® will 
have to keep ALBIZU in the hospital for the remainder of his 
life. The Governor advised he has come to this conclusion 
since he feels that by keeping ALBIZU in the hospital rather 
than in the penitentiary, less activity will be generated 
by members of the NPPR in Puerto Rico and elsewhere. He 
pointed out he feels the reaction in Latin America will be 
much more favorable if ALBIZU is afforded the best medical 
attention available, even though he is incarcerated. Governor 
MUNOZ stated he feels as long as NPPR members cannot see and 
converse with ALBIZU, there is less chance for sporadic 
violence. He pointed out that even though ALBIZU cannot 
talk at the present time, he feels that instructions might 
not be necessary in order for some NPPR members to resort 
to violence. 


II. HEALTH STATUS 

The June 22, 1957, issue of "El Mundo", San Juan 
Spanish language daily newspaper, on page 1, column 5, under 
the caption, "Operation on ALBIZU CAMPOS Studied" reflects: 

"PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, who is still confined to the 
Presbyterian Hospital, is suffering from a prostate gland 
condition which made it necessary for him to be given an 
examination by a specialist. This was revealed yesterday by 
Doctor EDUARDO MONTiLLA. who added that the specialist re- 
commended an operation to eliminate this ailment. 
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"The idea of the operation, nevertheless, is still 
being studied and a final decision will not be taken until 
next week. The specialist who made the examination upon the 
request of Doctor Montilla was Doctor LUIS SANJURJO. 

"Doctor MONTILLA said that he had seen ALBIZU again 
this week after a two months' trip he had taken outside 
Puerto Rico, He said that he found the patient in splendid 
condition in regard to his general state of health, 

"In regard to the condition of the prostate gland, 
some improvement has been noted since Doctor SANJURJO made 
the examination and this has caused a delay for several days 
more before it is decided whether or not to operate. 

On June 25, 1957, Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, 
Bureau of Internal Security, advised SA ROBERT E, WIATT 
there was no change in the subject's condition. However, 
according to medical reports, a prostate operation may be 
indicated, and a specialist, Dr, LUIS SANJURJO, has been con- 
sulted lu determine if such operation is required. 

On July 11, 1957, Captain GONZALEZ advised SA 
HOLLOMAN there had been no appreciable change in the sub- 
ject's physical condition, and it appeared from medical 
reports which he had received that the prostate operation 
which was contemplated on the subject had been postponed, 
if not cancelled. 

On July 26, 1957, Captain GONZALEZ advised SA 
HOLLOMAN the medical reports he has received concerning 
ALBIZU indicate an operation is not necessary at this time, 
and the subject is reported to be in satisfactory physical 
condition. He stated ALBIZU continues his assertions that 
he is being attacked by electronic rays directed against 
him by the U. S. Government. 

III. LEADERSHIP STATUS 


Confidential informants, who are familiar with seme 
aspects of NFPR activities and membership in Puerto Rico, 
have advised the subject is considered the titular head of 
the NPPR, In spite of his incarceration and poor health. 

They stated ALBIZU has always been the guiding Influence in 
the NPPR, and his forceful leadership made the NPPR what 
it was. They stated the NPPR, without ALBIZU, is Blowly 
withering away. They added that moBt of the NPPR activity 
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being carried on today is out of devotion to and respect 
for ALBIZU. These informants asserted they have no doubt 
ALBIZU will continue to be considered the supreme leader 
until his death.

On 8/5/57, Governor LUIS MUNOZ MARIN signed a 
bill repealing Public Law 53 of 1948 (Subversive Acti- 
vities Law patterned closely after the Smith Act.) 


According to records of the Commonwealth Prosecu- 
ting Attorney, San Juan, the subject was sentenced on 
2/20/51 to six years imprisonment for illegal use of 
explosives; two years and six months for possession of 
explosives with intent to do damage; and six years and 
nine months on three counts of possession of unregistered 
firearms. On 3/18/51 he was sentenced to from seven to 
fifteen years on a charge of attack to commit murder. 

On 8/29/51 he was sentenced to a total of from twelve to 
fifty-four years, following conviction on twelve counts 
of violation of Public Law 53 of 1948, These sentences 
were to be served cons ecutivel y.

Subject is an Attorney who maintains an office at 1000 Fernan- 
dez Juncos Ave., Santurce, P.R, He resides at 1110 Progreso 
St., Santurce. On 2/2/57 subject was reported to have filed a 
writ of habeas corpus on behalf of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS in Com- 
monwealth Superior Court. Informant en 9/11/57 advised that 
it was his belief that subject donates money from time to time 
to JUANITA OJEDA. Informant on 9/12/57 advised that to his 
knowledge subject was not a member of the NPPR although he had 
been associated with that group as an Attorney. The 1/14/57 
issue of "El Diario de Nueva York" reflected that subject made 
the statement that the PIP was destined to disappear because 
of "inefficient leadership." On 5/28/57 Subject was acquitted 
in District Court of San Juan of disturbing the pe.ace.

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II. CONNECTIONS WITH THE NATIONALIST PARTY OP PUERTO RICO (NPPR) 


The Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR) has been 
designated by the Attorney General of the united 
States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

On November 16, 1956, Mr. JOSE C. APONTE, Chief, Division of 
Investigations and Criminal Matters, Commonwealth Department 
of Justice, advised SA WILLIAM E. HOLLOMAN that with the 
departure of CONRAD LYNN from Puerto Rico, the legal proceedings 
on behalf of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS would be handled Dy JORGE LUIS 
LANDING. 

RAYMOND SANCHEZ SORRELL, who testified on behalf 
of the Government in the seditious conspiracy trials 
of NPPR members in New York City, New York, in 1954 
and 1955 , advised on April 11, 1954, that CONRAD 
LYNN was the Attorney for the NPPR and many of its 
members in New York City, N.Y. 

PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS is the self -admitted President 
of the NPPR. 

On November 22, 1956/ T-l advised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN that 
concerning the recent visit of CONRAD LYNN to Puerto Rico and 
his turning over the case of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS to the subject, 
LANDING had been recommended to LYNN by MANUEL NEGRON NOGUERAS 
and that this had been done without the consent or knowledge of 
the NPPR group. It was the informant's opinion that LANDING 
was principally interested in the publicity connected with the 
presentation of ALBIZU 1 s case in the courts and was not sin- 
cerely interested in aiding ALBIZU. 

Police of Puerto Rico reports that MANUEL NEGRON 
NOGUERAS was a close friend of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
during 1948 to 1953, and was a member of the NPPR. 

On October 26, 1948, NEGRON advised SAs JOHN P. 

SLAYDEN and JOSEPH F. COURSEY that he was at that 
time a Nationalist. 

-On December 13, 1956, T-l advised SA HOLLOMAN that LAURA 
MENESES DE ALBIZU had given instructions that LANDING should 
be utilised in any way that would benefit ALBIZU CAMPOS. 
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T-2 has advised that LAURA MENESES DE ALBIZU CAMPOS 
has advised Mexican Immigration authorities that 
she is the wife of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS and that she 
has applied for "political asylum" in Mexico on the 
basis of her being an adherent of and In full sym- 
pathy with the aims and objectives of the NPPR. 

On December 20, 1956, T-l advised SA HOLLOMAN that LAURA ALBIZU 
MENESES DE MENESES had been in frequent contact with the sub- 
ject during the previous two weeks. The Informant stated that 
LANDING was then preparing a writ of habeas corpus to be placed 
in the Commonwealth Courts in behalf of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 

The informant stated that RAMON MEDINA RAMIREZ was assisting 
the subject in the preparation of this writ. 

LAURA ALBIZU MENESES DE MENESES is the daughter of 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. According to T-l, she arrived 
in San JUan, Puerto Rico, on October 29, 1956, from 
her home in Lima, Peru, for the purpose of visiting 
her father. The informant stated that during her 
visit to Puerto Rico she contacted various indivi- 
duals in an effort to secure the release of her in- 
carcerated father. She departed San Juan en route 
to Peru on December 24, 1956. T-l adviBed that 
during her visit to Puerto Rico LAURA ALBIZU MENESES 
was a guest in the home of JUANITA OJEDA. 

T-l advised SA ROBERT E. WIATT on November 13, 1955, 
that JUANITA OJEDA is recognized as one of the 
leaders of the NPPR and it Is her efforts in fund 
collections and morale building that have given 
the NPPR the will to continue. On May 31, 1955, she 
*a§ sentenced at the Arecibo, Puerto Rico, Superior 
Coart to serve 7-10 years Imprisonment for violation 
of Commonwealth Public Law 53, On July 19, 1957, 

OJSDA was pardoned by the Governor of Puerto Rice 
for violation of Commonwealth Public Law 53. 

According to the Police of Puerto Rico, RAMON 
MEDINA RAMIREZ has been a self -admitted Nationalist 
since 1922. In 1940 he was the Interim President 
of the NPPR, according to the Police of Puerto Rico. 

He admitted that he was a member of the National 
Board of the NPPR from 1948 to 1950. 
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On December 27, 1956, T-l advised SA HOLLOMAN that the subject 
was among a group of Individuals who attended a party at the 
home of JULIO GONZALEZ on December 21, 1956. The informant 
stated that JULIO GONZALEZ was known to him to have been a 
Nationalist in the past, and he stated that GONZALEZ probably 
continues his sympathy for that party. 

On January 10, 1957, T-l advised SA HOLLOMAN that JUANITA 
OJEDA had recently given the subject $25 to help defray the 
expenses incurred in the preparation of the writ of habeas 
corpus to be filed on behalf of ALBIZU CAMPOS. 

The January 21, 1957 issue |of "El Diario De Nueva York,” a 
Spanish language newspaper published daily at New York City, 
New York, in an article captioned ’’Pardon of ALBIZU Would Be 
Nominal Since He Will Continue to Remain Hospitalized,’’ stated 
that: 

"If Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS were granted a pardon. 

It would only mean that two policemen who are con- 
tinually with him would be removed, since he would 
have to remain In the hospital because of the deli- 
cate state of his health. That is what El Diario 
was told by Attorney JORGE LUIS LANDING, one of the 
attorneys who is fighting for the release of the 
Puerto Rican leader, and who said that although he 
is trying to obtain his release legally, that does 
not prevent those who are interested from continuing 
to ask for an unconditional pardon for him. 

"‘The physical condition of ALBIZU CAMPOS is so deli- 
cate , 1 according to LANDING, ‘that he cannot speak, 
much less walk, and he only answers or gesticulates 
to his friends and relatives by moving his head to 
say yes or no. • 

"After Governor LUIS MUNOZ MARIN revoked the uncon- 
ditional pardon which had been granted to the 
veteran Nationalist leader about the end of 1953, 
he was admitted again to the special hospital sec- 
tion of La Princesa Prison, San Juan. 

"While he was confined in the said prison, ALBIZU 
suffered a cerebral attack which left him paralyzed 
from the waist down, and sometimes in a coma. 
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’’According to Attorney LANDING, ALBIZU CAMPOS could 
have recovered his health. If he had been attended 
by doctors rlgfct away, but at the time the cerebral 
attack occurred, they kept him without any real 
medical attention for 10 hours, since the prison 
guards did not know that this was a really serious 
thing. 

’’I f thi s had not been so, according to the lawyer, 
AIHEZB would have recovered his health.” 


The February 2, 1957 issue of "El Imparcial,” a Spanish lan- 
guage newspaper published daily in San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
reflected that a writ of habeas corpus had been filed in 
Commonwealth Superior Court on behalf of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
by JORGE LUIS LANDING. 

On April 22, 1957, T-3 advised SA ROBERT E. WIATT that JUANITA 
OJEDA had stated that the NPPR had great expectations that 
Commonwealth Public Law 53 would be repealed in the immediate 
future. OJEDA commented that an American lawyer, whose name 
was not mentioned, was handling the case regarding Public 
Law 53 inasmuch as all Puerto Rican lawyers were afraid to 
handle this case. OJEDA advised that JORGE LUIS LANDING had 
originally showed interest in the matter but had backed off 
due to personal fear of being associated with the NPPR. 

On August 22, 1957, T-l advised SA HOLLOMAN that he had as- 
certained that ISOLINA RONDON had recently visited Attorney 
JORGE LUIS LANDING in order to determine whether the appeals 
of the conviction of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS were being pursued 
in the Puerto Rican Courts. According to the informant, LANDING 
told RONDON that if she and other persons insist, he would again 
start legal proceedings on behalf of ALBIZU in the Superior 
Court of San Juan. He advised RONDON, however, that appeals on 
behalf of ALBIZU have been taken through the courts on several 
occasions and have failed. LANDING stated he understands 
ALBIZU has made no request for a pardon and probably has no in- 
tention of doing so. He stated that is probably the only re- 
course ALBIZU has inasmuch as all of the legal resources avail- 
able to him have been expended. LANDING also stated he be- 
lieves it would be a mistake for the NPPR to attemp t to free 
ALBIZU at this time because they would be unable to support 
him and provide the necessary medical attention which he Is 
now receiving free from the Commonwealth Government. 
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T-l advised SA HOLLOMAN on January 31 , 1957, that 
ISOLINA RONDON should be considered one of the 
leaders of the NPPR, although at the present time 
she does not engage in activities of that party 
through fear of arrest. 

On September 12, 1957, T-l advised SA HOLLOMAN that he had no 
information concerning the subject in addition to that which 
he had previously furnished. He added, however, that to his 
knowledge LANDING was not a member of the Nationalist Party 
although he has been associated with that group as an attorney. 

T-4 advised SA HOLLOMAN on September 11, 1957, that he is not 
personally acquainted with the subject, however he had heard 
JUANITA OJEDA mention LANDING, and it is the Informant «s belief 
that LANDING may donate certain amounts of money from time to 
time to OJEDA. The informant advised that OJEDA has hinted 
to him that LANDING cooperates with her in this manner. 


III. CONNECTIONS WITH THE PARTIDO INDEPENDENT I STA PUERTO RRI- 
QUENO (Independence Party of Puerto Rico) (PIP) 

The January 14, 1957 issue of "El Diario De Nueva York" re- 
flected an article captioned "The Dissident Independent! sts 
Organize a New Political Group in Puerto Rico." This article 
stated that JORGE LUIS LANDING had made the statement that the 
PIP was destined to disappear because of "inefficient leader- 
ship." The article continued that because of internal dissen- 
sion within the PIP, LANDING and some 1300 members had been 
expelled from the PIP. The article reflected that the leaders 
of this group had agreed to join a new movement which had been 
created in Puerto Rico which bore the name of "Puerto Rican 
Patriotic Affirmation." 

The January 17, 1957 issue of "El Diario De Nueva York, " in an 
article captioned "CONCEPCION Attacks Dissidents Who Want to 
Organize a New Party," reflected that: 

"Referring to the new political movement which is 
growing among certain members of the Puerto Rican 
Independent! st Party, for the purpose of founding 
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a new party which would have as Its Ideal that of 
the Independence of Puerto Rico, Dr. GILBERTO CON- 
CEPTCION DE GRACIA, president of the PIP, said yes- 
terday that the group in question ’is not new and 
was organized long before the elections.’ The 
present leader of the Independent! st Party— whom 
Attorney JORGE LUIS LANDING accuses of being in- 
capable of directing his party— said that this 
movement, called ’Puerto Rican Patriotic Affirma- 
tion, ’ composed of dissidents from the PIP 'has 
never registered officially, and was dispersed 
after the last political campaign ended.’ 

"Dr. CONCEPCION DE GRACIA refrained from commenting 
on the information published exclusively by El 
Diario to the effect that, according to Attorney 
LANDING, the Puerto Rican Independent! st Party is 
destined to disappear because of the inefficient 
leadership. 

"In the political circles of the Island, according 
to our reports, it is believed that the present 
leaders of the PIP would not favor the creation of 
a new political party. 

"However, the same sources believe that the members 
of the Independent! st Party ’would recognize the need 
for a new party, or would have to seek the complete 
reorganization of the existing one, if they wish to 
continue as a political entity.' 

"The creation of a new group, which would possibly 
be called the Puerto Rican Labor Party, was antici- 
pated, according to Attorney LANDING'S report to El 
Diario, when he was passing through the city. 

"LANDING indicated that in the program of the party 
would appear a series of laws of social and economic 
reform, intended to protect the working class of the 
country. In addition, it would give its cooperation 
to any useful and constructive legislation of the 
present insular government and would impel more ad- 
vanced legislation for the protection of the workers.

"The PIP appeared as the second political party in 
Puerto Rico until the last elections when the 
Puerto Rloan Statehood Party took over its position, 
relegating it to third place with approximately 
85,000 votes. 

"Attorney LANDING attributed this reduction in the 
elections to the ‘inefficiency with which the Party 
is directed, ‘ and indicated his belief that the PIP 
is in the process of dissolution, and that it could 
only be saved by an internal overhauling and a re- 
placement of all its leaders." 

Confidential informants familiar with certain aspects of NPPR 
activity in Puerto Rico have been contacted and advised that 
the subject is unknown to them and that they could furnish no 
information concerning his activity.

The records of the Office of Naval Intelligence, 10th Naval 
District, San Juan, and of G-2, United States Army Forces Antilles, 
as caused to be reviewed on September 11 and 18, 1957* respec- 
tively, reflected no information concerning the subject in the 
past year in addition to that reported above. 


IV. MISCELLANEOUS 

According to the November, 1956 issue of the "National Guardian," 
JORGE LUIS LANDING was introduced in the Uhited States Distrio t 
Court on November 2, 1956, as defense counsel for JUAN EMMAN- 
UELLI MORALES, one of the 11 San Juan defendants indicted for 
violation of the Smith Act. 

The 1949 Report of the California Committee on 
Un-American Activities cited the "National Guardian" 
as a publication launched in New York in 1948, aim- 
ing at national circulation, which they found to be. 
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from its inception, notoriously Stalinist in its 
staff, writers, management and content. 

The May 29, 1957 issue of "El Mundo," a Spanish language news- 
paper published daily in San Juan, Puerto Rico, in an article 
captioned "Two Attorneys Acquitted of Disturbing the Peace," 
reflected that: 

"Judge JOSE PABLO MORALES of the District Court of 
San Juan acquitted yesterday Attorneys FRANCISCO 
COLON GORDIANY and JORGE LUIS LANDING, who had 
been charged with the j crime of Disturbing the Peace 
because of incidents which came up during the strike 
of the employees of the workshop of ’El Imparcial.' 

"Attorneys COLON GORDIANY and LANDING were present 
yesterday afternoon to answer for the crimes of 
Disturbing the- Peace, with which they were charged, 
and^ttiey themselves assumed their defense. 

"The principal testimony in the evidence of The 
People consisted in th£ statement by Lieutenant 
BERNARDINO. CALCANO, who said that when he proceeded 
to report the defendants they were next to the persons 
that were in the picket line in front of 'El Impar- 
cial, ' uttering among other phrases that 'We are 
defending a constitutional right which is the right 
to strike,' and 'This is no crime,' etc. 

"After the presentation of the evidence. Judge 
MORALES acquitted the defendants, basing his opinion 
on the fact that the phrases uttered by them did not 
constitute any offense, nor were they in accordance 
with the norm by which the crime of Disturbing the 
Peace might be proved."

I. STATUS OF INCARCERATION 


Captain JTJAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, Division of Internal Security, 
Police of Puerto Rico, (DIS, POPR) San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
advised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on October 28, 1957, that 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS continues to be confined at the 
Presbyterian Hospital, Santurce, Puerto Rico, where he 
has been since November 9, 1956, when he was transferred 
from the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico State Penitentiary, 

Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, due to his poor physical condition. 

Captain GONZALEZ advised ALBIZU is guarded twenty-four hours 
a day by agents of the DIS. He added that ALBIZU is kept 
in a private room at the hospital and has the best medical 
and nursing care available. 




Captain GONZALEZ said he has received no information as to 
the length of time ALBIZU will be kept in the hospital. He 
added that he has received no indication that ALBIZU will be 
returned to the Penitentiary and it is his opinion ALBIZU 
will remain indefinitely in the hospit al 

On September 27, 1957. 1 

Commonwealth of Puerto Rico “State Penitentiary, Rio Pied 
advised SA HOLLOMAN that ALBIZU is scheduled for release 
from that institution on December 26, 2001. According to 
the Penitentiary records, the subject waB sentenced on 
February 20, 1951 to six years imprisonment for illegal 
use of explosives; two years and six months for possession 
of explosives with intent to do damage; and six years and 
nine months on three counts of possession of unregistered 
firearms. On March 16, 1951, he was sentenced to from seven 
to fifteen years on a charge of attack to commit murder. On 
August 29 , 1951, he was sentenced to a total of from twelve 
to fifty-four years following conviction on twelve counts 
of violation of Public Law 53 of 19*^8. These sentences are 
to be served consecutively. 
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IX. HEALTH STATUS 


On October 28, 1957, Captain GONZALEZ advised SA HOLLOMAN 
he receives frequent reports from the Presbyterian Hospital 
concerning ALBIZU's physical condition and according to these 
reports, ALBIZU Is in satisfactory physical condition. He 
added that except for being partially paralyzed on the right 
side and having his speech impaired ALBI2XJ is quite healthy. 


III. LEADERSHIP STAHJS 


Confidential informants, who are familiar with some aspects 
of NPPR activities and membership in Puerto Hico, have ad- 
vised ALBIZU Is considered the supreme leader of the NPPR 
in spite of his incarceration and poor health. These infor- 
mants asserted that ALBIZU has always been the driving force 
behind the NPPR and NPPR members have looked to him for 
inspiration and leadership. They stated the lack of NPPR 
activity at the present time Is largely due to the incarceration 
of ALBIZU and his inability to. actively lead the party. 

These informants said the~N£$R activities which are being 
carried on today are largely out of devotion and respect 
for ALBIZU. They stated there is no doubt ALBIZU will 
continue to be considered the leader of the NPPR until his 
death. 


IV. PROPAGANDA CONCERNING SUBJECT 

On September 30, 1957 and October 1st and 2, 1957, "El 
Dia, 11 Ponce, Puerto Rico daily newspaper, carried articles 
entitled, "PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS As I Knew Him - The Life of 
the Nationalist Leader as Related by His Wife" by LAURA 
MENESES DE ALBIZU CAMPOS. These articles are In the form 
of a brief biography of ALBIZU from the time he was a student 
at Harvard University to the present. They portray ALBIZU 
as a devoted fighter for Puerto Rico's independence, describe 
him as "the greatest personality which the American Continent 
has produced in the 20th century." The articles are very 
critical of the United States Government. The third article 
in the series condemns the Commonwealth political status in 
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Puerto Hloo and charges that ALBIZU has been attacked by 
radiation while in the custody of the Puerto Rican authori- 
ties. The article states, "I engaged Dr. ORLANDO DAUMY, 
who graciously consented as family physician to go to 
Puerto Rico and examine my husband who had been ‘pardoned 1 
in November, 1953. Dr*. DAUMY was president of the Cuban 
Cancer Association, and expert on radiation. He informed 
me upon his return that, 1) the sores on ALBIZU CAMPOS were 
produced by radiation burns j 2) that his symptoms corres- 
ponded to those of a person who had received intense radiation 
and 3) that he had seldom encountered a person of such mental 
vigor. The local and foreign press published photographs of 
these sores.... 

In a declaration written by himself and which was presented 
to the Organization of American States in December, 1952, 
ALBIZU described the system of attack with radiation and 
predicted its consequences stating 'death may be a result 
of heart failure or cerebral hemorrhage' and the cerebral 
attack was produced in March, 1956. He lost his speech 
and is paralyzed on the right side, a condition which still 
continues , " 

A typewritten "Newsletter" captioned, "Noticias de Puerto 
Rico" (News of Puerto Rico) dated May, 1957 , and signed 
LAURA DE ALBIZU CAMPOS, Regina 57-9, Mexico, D.F., contains 
sections, one of which bears the caption, "ALBIZU CAMPOS 
Continues Kidnapped." This section states "Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS continues as a kidnap in the Presbyterian Hospital 
in this city of the imperialist authorities of the U.S. 

These continue to allege the validity of the revocation of 
pardon, by executive order of the colonial governor, and 
reject all the appeals submitted to the colonial courts 
on behalf of the patriot. 

"Owing to the lack of adequate medical care, which the 
imperialist authorities do on purpose. Dr. ALBIZU CAMPOS 
continues paralyzed on the right side and unable to speak. 

He can only be seen for 15 minutes or less every 15 days, 
with guards in full view, by his sister ANA MARIA CAMPOS. 

The hospital has been made into a military barracks. 
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"Their cruel treatment (barbarity) of the illustrous 
American extends to the miserable point of demanding 
that his family wash his clothes - the clothes he uses 
in the hospital - in their home. Until the day of the 
visit, the clothes stay in a corner of the room with 
its corresponding bad odor. The guards cross and recross 
the room and standing just outside converse loudly with- 
out any consideration of the patient." 

Another section bears the caption "Chilean Committee in 
Favor of the Independence of Puerto Rico and of the 
Freedom of the Patriots" and states "A committee to fight 
for Independence of Puerto Rico and liberty of PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS:

The final section under the caption "For the Liberty of 
the Puerto Rican Patriots" (Buenos Aires) states, "Center 
of the Lt. Colonel GREGORIO POMAR Youth, of the Radical 
Civic Union (Tucuman 1660 - B.A.) for the release of 
ALBIZU CAMPOS and that of all patriotic prisoners of the 
struggle for independence of Puerto Rico. Attacks 'bad 
treatment' given ALBIZU by U.S., exalts ALBIZU and makes 
a call to all 'democratic men of Latin America to work to 
get ALBIZU out of prison so he does not die there.'"

NEPTUNQ^OSSEL 
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A printed four page pamphlet oaptlonad "Notlcias de Puerto 
Rico" (News of Puerto Rico), dated August, 1957 and signed 
by LAURA DE ALBIZU CAMPOS contains several articles among 
which is one captioned. "ALBIZU CAMPOS Continues Seriously 
111 and Incommunicado." It states that according to the 
July 22, 1957 issue of "El Imparcial" (San Juan daily news- 
paper), "Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, president of the NPPR, 
has been kept incommunicado for a long time at the 
Presbyterian Hospital." It states ALBIZU 's wife, LAURA 
MENESES DE ALBIZU CAMPOS,: has been denied a visa to travel 
to Puerto Rico in order to be with her husband during his 
illness and his daughter, ! ROSA, has been granted a passport 
by the United States Embassy in Mexico valid only in Mexico. 

It continues that "during' the past weeks, his abdomen has 
become swollen, he is still paralyzed on his right side, 
and oannot talk due to a cerebral attack which he experienced 
recently and which was brought on by the system used in 
prison of torture by radiation." 

A seoond article in the pamphlet captioned, "For the Release 
of PEDRO ALBIZO" CAMPOS, " states "Buenos Aires, Argentina - 
the National Congress of Socialist Youth of Argentina demanded 
the release of Dr. PEDRO AJLBIZU CAMPOS and all patriotic 
prisoners, expressed its solidarity with the people of Puerto 
Rico in their fight for independence and denounced the so- 
called free associated state as a colonial disguise." 

The October 10, 1957 issuei of "El Mundo, " San Juan daily 
newspaper, on page three, column two, under the caption 
"Group of Chilean Dignitaries Requests Freedom of ALBIZU 
in Cable to EISENHOWER, " states "Seven senators, several 
ex -Ministers, four trade union presidents, three editors 
of newspapers, and several heads of political parties in 
the Republic of Chile, as well as an ex-president of the 
Chilean Delegation to the United Nations, sent a cable to 
President EISENHOWER demanding the immediate release from 
prison of Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, president of the National- 
ist Party of Puerto Rico. 

"The message to the North American Chief Executive says 
that 'We the under signed, lovers of liberty and democracy 
and decisive adversaries of barbarousness and tyranny, on 
the occasion of the 66th birthday in prison of the director 
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of the movement of liberation of Puerto Rico, Dr. PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS, respectfully request a complete amnesty 
for him and for all the members of the said movement who 
have been imprisoned for more than six years in the 
colonial prisons on the island and in the United States. » 

"Lastly, the cable reads, 'We especially recommend the release 
from prison of Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, who is paralytic 
and unable to speak and whose state of health under the 
colonial prison regime to which he is subjected means his 
death within a very short period of time'." 

Hie October 15, 1957 issue of "El Imparcial" on page seven- 
teen, column one, under the caption "Memorandum To The 
Government" comments that ALBIZU 's health is very bad and 
he may die any day. It states, "Let us not forget that 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS has been placed by the public opinion 
of nations that are our sister nations on a pedestal that 
is proper for a great continental figure. We insist that 
his death in the penitentiary could mean a perceptible 
discredit to Puerto Rico in the eyes of our America." 


V. MISCELLANEOUS 


T-l advised SA HOLLOMAN on August 22, 1957, ISOLINA RONDON 
recently stated she had received a letter from RUTH MILLER 
inquiring about the status of legal proceedings on behalf 
of ALBIZU. According to the informant, MILLER requested 
RONDON to visit Attorney JORGE LUIS LANDING and determine 
whether the appeals of ALBIZU's conviction are being pur- 
sued in the Puerto Rican courts. RONDON later stated that 
LANDING told her if she and other persons insisted, he 
would again start legal proceedings on behalf of ALBIZU 
in the Superior Court of San Juan. He advised RONDON, 
however, that appeals on behalf of ALBIZU have been taken 
through the courts on several occasions and have failed. 

LANDING stated he understands ALBIZU has made no request 
for a pardon and probably has no intent of doing so. 

LANDING told RONDON that a pardon is probably the only re- 
course ALBIZU has, inasmuch as all of the legal recourses 
available to him have been expended. LANDING also allegedly ^ 
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stated he believes it would be a mistake for the NPPR to 
attempt to free ALBIZU at this time because they would 
be unable to support him and provide the necessary medical 
attention which he -is now receiving free from the Common- 
wealth of Puerto Rico government^ ^ 


T-l advised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on January 
31, 1957 that ISOLINA RONDON should be con- 
sidered one of the leaders of the NPPR although 
at the present time, she does not engage in 
activities of that party through fear of arrest 

RUTH MILLER was interviewed in New York City 
on May 5, 1954 by SA's CHARLES R. BROWNELL and 
JOHN W. SCANNELL and admitted that she was 
treasurer of the Committee of Americans for 
Independence of Puerto Rico, which organization 
was founded in 1952 to educate the American 
people in the desii^_^bility of giving Puerto 
Rico its independence. MILLER admitted during 
this interview visiting Puerto Rico in February, 
1954 and staying at NPPR headquarters, San 
Juan, as a guest of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 


According to Polioe of Puerto Rico reports, 
JORGE LUIS LANDING was the leader of a group 
of students who lowered the United States flag 
and raised the Nationalist flag at the Univer- 
sity of Puerto Rico on December 15, 1947. 

POPR reports also reflect LANDING visited 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS in 1950. LANDING advised 
SA's WIRT R. JONES and JOHN E. BYRNES on 
August 23, 1954 that he was not a member of 
the NPPR and had never been a member of that 
party. He stated, however, that it was not 
bad to have an isolated bit of violence now 
and then to focus international interest on 
Puerto Rico. 


T-2 advised SA HOLLOMAN on September 9, 1957, that JUANITA 
OJEDA recently stated she was sewing day and night in order 
to make enough money to pay the rent on NPPR headquarters 
and to buy food and other personal articles for PEDRO ALBIZU/;

CAMPOS. OJEDA stated she has to work at her seamstress 
business until very late at night and then launder ALBIZU' s 
clothing and return It to him at the Presbyterian Hospital. 
OJEDA stated this has worked a great hardship on her but 
because of her great devotion to her leader, ALBIZU, she 
can withstand any hardship. OJEDA stated on her visits to 
the Presbyterian Hospital, she is not allowed to visit 
with ALBIZU, but occasionally she sees him in the corridors 
and although he is unable to speak, he waves to her and 
attempts to greet her. OJEDA stated it appears the Governor 
of Puerto Rico is afraid of ALBIZU and is afraid either to 
free him or allow him to die in prison. She did not indi- 
cate any plans upon the death of ALBIZU by NPPR sympathizers 
however, she implied that something might happen should 
ALBIZU die in prison.

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ECUADORIAN DEHJTIES VISIT ALBIZU CAMPOS. 
BELIEVE HE SHOULD CONTINUE TO 
REMAIN IN HOSPITAL

The three Ecuadorian Deputies who visite d PEDPO at.btzu OAMPftq 
in the Presbyterian Hospital early Friday evening, are of the opinion that 
the best thing, physically, for the Puerto Rican Nationalist leader, is 
that he remain in the hospital where he is at the present time. 


The Deputies, Dr. JORGE LUNA YEPEZ and GUI LLER MO BACUERIZO, in 
authorized press statements for EL MUNDO on Saturday morning, commented 
as follows relative to the visit to Dr. ALBIZU CAMPOS: "When we decided 

to come to Puerto Rico, we felt obliged to ask that we be allowed to visit 
Dr. ALBIZU CAMPOS, Then, when we found that life here is lived in a de- 
mocratic atmosphere, we decided that after we had visited him we would 
attempt, if we deemed it advisable in our position, to obtainhis release. ' 
However, after our visit to the Nationalist leader, our observation of his 
state of health, and having been present during a discussion concerning 
him between Dr. MONTILLA, Albizu’s personal physician, and Dr. LEONARDO 
CORNEJO, esteemed Ecuadorian physician, we have come to the conclusion 
that the best thing, physically, is for him to remain in the hospital where 
he is at the present time, and where we found he is receiving careful 
attention." 


When the Ecuadorians described the short interview with Mr. 
ALBIZU CAMPOS, they became affected emotionally, and indicated that the 
Nationalist leader was likewise affected when they identified themselves 
and informed him of the reason for their visit. 

The interview, which lasted only two minutes, took place in the 
presence of Dr. ARTURO MORALES CARRION, Assistant Secretary of State, 
and of Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA, Mr. Albizu Campos’ personal physician. 




According to the Ecuadorian Deputies, upon entering the room 
occupied by the Nationalist leader in the Presbyterian Hospital, they 
found him seated in a wheel chair. The first one to address him was Dr. 

LEONARDO CORNEJO, who said to him: "We are from Ecuador, and we have 

come to greet you because you are a man of America, and are entitled to 
the highest consideration from democratic Deputies from a democratic 
country." 


The Nationalist leader became affected emotionally and his eyes 
filled with tears. His reaction also affected his visitors whose eyes 
misted over. Then Dr. ALBIZCT motioned to them to approach them and 
kissed them on the forehead. 

Dr. LUNA YEPEZ said that he then told him: "Don Pedro, there 

are a great many people in America who love you and admire you, and we 
pray to God for him to guide your footsteps and bless you." When Dr. 
CORNEJO said to him: "Don Pedro, you are going to get better soon," 
he agreed with a nod of his head, and said falteringly: "Yes., yes..” 

Dr. LUNA YEPEZ said that the Puerto Rican Nationalist leader showed 
his assent more with gestures than with words. 

When the Ecuadorians had taken their leave, Dr. CORNEJO ad- 
dressed Dr. MONTILLA, saying, "Doctor, he is in good hands." When they 
left the room, Dr. MONTILLA talked with the Ecuadorian deputies at length, 
informing them in detail about the Nationalist leader’s state of health. 
According to Dr. MONTILLA, Mr. ALBIZU CAMPOS has not suffered from pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis, as has been insinuated on numerous occasions, pointing 
out to the Ecuadorians that if Albizu had ever had that ailment - which 
he doubted - he is completely cured of it at the present time. 

Deputy GUILLERMO BAPUERIZO, in commenting on his reaction to 
Don PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS’ condition, stated that Albizu was lucid mentally. 
He added that Albizu’s physical condition had improved a great deal. 

The steps to effect the visit of the Ecuadorian Deputies to 
Dr. ALBIZU were taken under the greatest secrecy. Since early on Fri- 
day morning we had been trying to obtain information on the proposed in- 
terview which we have been informed had been requested by Dr. GUJSERTO 
CONCEPCION DE GRACIA (pursuant to petition of Dr. LUNA YEPEZ and Deputy 
BAQUERIZO) in a telegram addressed to Attorney J. B. FERNANDEZ BADILLO, 
Secretary of Justice. The visit had been requested for Saturday morning. 

We were unable to get in touch with the Secretary of Justice 
all day Friday, and Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA, whom we questioned about the 
matter, stated he knew nothing about the proposed visit of the Ecuadorian 
Deputies to Dr. Albizu. 
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That evening we interviewed the Ecuadorian Deputies, Dr. CONCEP- 
CION DE GRACIA, and Dr. MORALES CARRION, and none of them informed us 
of the visit which had already taken place early in the evening. 

On Saturday morning when we interviewed Dr» LUNA IEFEZ and Mr. 
BASUERIZO in their rooms in the Hotel Caribe Hilton, they told us that 
they, as well as all the other individuals involved in the matter, had 
agreed not to say anything about it until the next day, Saturday. It was 
at that time that they revealed the details of the visit. 

They further stated that they had requested this interview of 
Attorney ERNESTO RAMOS ANTONINI, Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
during their trip to Ponce, and that he - Ramos - had then initiated the 
necessary steps to ensure the jlsit. 

Dr. LUNA YEPEZ, ydio tfill prolong his stay in Puerto Rico for 
two or three days more, was the author of the resolution approved by the 
Chamber of Deputies of Ecuador in which immediate independence for Puerto 
Rico was demanded. He is alsA the Chief of the PARTIDO ACCION HEVOUJ- 
CIONARIA NACIONAL ECUATORIANA - ARNE - (National Revolutionary Action 
Party of Ecuador, which, as a result of the alliance of the PARTIDO SOCIAL 
CRISTIANO (Social Christian Party), the PARTIDO C0N3EHVAD0R (Conservative 
Party, and other independent groups presently control the Government and 
parliament.

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Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, Division of Internal Security, 
Police of Puerto Rico, (DIS, POPR) San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
advised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on January 27, 1958, PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS is confined at the Presbyterian Hospital, 
Santurce, Puerto Rico, and is guarded twenty-four hours a 
day by agents of the DIS. Captain GONZALEZ stated that 
ALBIZU was transferred to the Presbyterian Hospital from 
the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico State Penitentiary, Rio 
Piedras, Puerto Rico, on November 9, 1956, due to his poor 
physical condition. 

Captain GONZALEZ stated he has been given no indication by 
higher authorities as to the length of time ALBIZU will re- 
main in the hospital. He stated it i3 his impression; however, 
that ALBIZU will remain indefinitely in the hospital and at 
the present time, there are no plans to either release him or 
transfer him to the State Penitentiary. 

On January 14, 1958, RAMON TORRES BRAS CHI, Superintendent 
of the POPR, advised SAC CARROLL DOYLE he has received no 
information that a pardon for ALBIZU is being considered. 


II . HEALTH STATUS 

On January 27, 1958, Captain GONZALEZ advised SA HOLLOMAN 
he receives dally reports from the Presbyterian Hospital 
regarding ALBIZU 's physical condition. He stated that 
according to these reports, ALBIZU 1 s physical condition is 
satisfactory for a man of his age and past medical history. 
He stated ALBIZU continues to be partially paralyzed on his 
right side and his speech is impaired. He stated that with 
these exceptions, ALBIZU is reported to be in good physical 
condition. 

Hie January 25, 1958, issue of "El Mundo, " San Juan daily 
newspaper. Page 26, Columns 7 and 8, under the caption, 
"ALBIZU 1 s Health Is Satisfactory," states: 
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"Doctor* EDUARDO MONTILLA, head doctor of Doctor 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS in the Presbyterian Hospital, denied 
rumors that were circulating in the capitol that the 
Nationalist leader ’was in a serious condition and that 
he had but a few hours left to live . 1 

"Doctor MONTILLA said that the condition of ALBIZU 
CAMPOS is still satisfactory and that there had not been 
any change. Rumors were circulating on Thursday afternoon 
and evening in San Juan that the Nationalist leader was in 
a very serious condition and that he had only a few hours 
to live . " 


The November 9 , 1957* issue of "El Mundo, " Page 3^* Column 3* 
under the caption, "ALBIZU Has Been Confined To Presbyterian 
Hospital A Year Today; Has Improved Considerably," reflects: 


"The leader of the Nationalist Party, PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS, has been confined In the Presbyterian Hospital in 
Santurce one year today. And according to the report of 
the Justice Department yesterday, he will stay there until 
his head doctor decides that he can again return to the 
Commonwealth Penitentiary without the danger of having 
his health affected again. 

"A total of $18,877.60 has been spent for hos- 
pital, doctors, and nurses in the course of the 
treatment. 

"Yesterday Doctor EDUARI^WONTILLA, who has 
attended Mr. ALBIZtf CAMPOS since he was confined to 
the Presbyterian Hospital, said that 'ALBIZU is better 
than ever.' He added that he has begun to walk and that 
he says a few words. 

"In connection with the paralysis which ALBIZU 
suffered in part of his body, he has recovered very 
little in the opinion of Doctor MONTILLA. 
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"The doctor reported in addition that ALBIZU has 
shown himself to be very cooperative with the physio- 
therapy treatment and is already taking a few steps 
with the help of the nurses and an object designed es- 
pecially for persons who have the same difficulty he does. 

"Doctor MONTILLA reaffirmed that ALBIZU had 
improved considerably, although his physical condition 
will never be as it was before. 

"According to report, the patient is following 
the treatment recommended by Doctor MONTILLA. Formerly 
he remained obstinate. 

"Although ALBIZU does not Bpeak very clearly, 
he understands perfectly what is said to him and he 
knows the persons who have contact with him. 

"Lastly Doctor MONTILLA said, 'I do not believe 
it advisable to release him now. He is cooperating a 
great deal in the treatments and this is a very important 
factor in a patient who suffers from what he does. I 
believe that ALBIZU 's health is better than ever con- 
sidering his illness , ' 

"Yesterday we got in touch with the Undersecretary 
of Justice, Attorney FRANCISCO ESPINOSA, who said 'ALBIZU 
will not be taken to the penitentiary until it is justi- 
fied. The doctor who is treating him is the only person 
who can decide that . 1 " 


A\k III. LEADERSHIP STATUS 

Ct- 1, T-2 and T-3J who are familiar with some aspects of 
TJPPR activities "and membership in Puerto Rico, advised on 
January 30, 1958, January 27, 1958, and January 29* 1958, 
respectively, that ALBIZU is considered the titular head 
of the NPPR in spite of his incarceration and poor health. 
They stated one of the reasons the NPPR is virtually Inactive 
at the present time is that ALBIZU cannot give the Party the 
active leadership which it requires. They stated ALBIZU was 
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always the driving force behind the NPPR and inspired the 
other members in their activities on behalf of that Party. 
These informants stated the few activities which are being 
carried on in the NPPR are done so largely out of respect 
and devotion to ALBIZU. These informants stated there is 
no one who could take ALBIZU' s place as supreme leader of 
the NPPR and he will undoubtedly retain that position until 
his death. 


T-l advised on January 2, 1958, that PRANCISCA ISOLINA GARCIA 
RONDON had stated she recently received a letter from LAURA 
MENESES DE ALBIZU in Mexico City. According to RONDON, she 
was instructed by LAURA DE ALBIZU to form a directorate of 
the NPPR in Puerto Rico. RONDON stated LAURA DE ALBIZU in- 
structed her to take this action in order that the NPPR will 
not be without leadership now that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
physically unable to give active direction to the Party 

T-l advised on January 31, 1957, ISOLINA RONDON 
should be considered one of the leaders of the 
NPPR although at the present time, she does not 
engage in activities of that Party through fear 
of arres^ 

LAURA^ENESES 

ALBIZU CAMPOS since 1922. She forfeited United 
States citizenship obtained through this marriage 
because of prolonged residence in Peru during the 
1940' s. She currently resides in Mexico City and 
has applied for permanent residence status in 
Mexico as a "political refugee." 


LBIZU has been married to PEDRO 



T-l advised on January 23, 1958, a meeting of the leaders of 
the NPPR was held on January 19, 1958. At this meeting, it 
was agreed that RAMON MEDINA RAMIREZ should be in charge of 
the NPPR in the future. It was also agreed that the NPPR,- 
through MEDINA, should collect funds to repair NPPR head- 
quarters in San Juan and ready it for ALBIZU should he be 
released. T-l stated the NPPR leaders believe ALBIZU will 
be released soon as a result of propaganda they have conducted 
on his behalf in the past and plan to conduct in the futur^/^ 
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RAMON MEDINA RAMIREZ advised SA's WILLIAM M. 

CONNER and CHARLES R. MONTI CONE on December 
5 , 1950 , that he had been a member of the NPPR 
since 1923 . He also advised he was elected to 
the position of delegate to the National Board 
of the NPPR at a national assembly of the NPPR 
held in Arecibo, Puerto Rico on December 18, 

19^9. The Police of Puerto Rico reports MEDINA 
was elected Acting President of the NPPR at the 
general assembly of the NPPR held in San Juan 
on February 23 , 1940 . MEDINA was convicted on 
October 17 , 1951 , for violation of the Common- 
wealth Subversive Activities Law #53 and sentenced 
to from eleven to twenty-two months imprisonment. 
MEDINA advised SA WILSON A. ROOD on March 16, 1954 
he was at that time a Nationalist. On January 4, 
1955 , MEDINA was sentenced to from three to ten 
years imprisonment following his conviction of 
violation of Commonwealth Subversive Activities 
Law # 53 . On July 19 , 1957 , he was pardoned by 
Governor LUIS MUNOZ MARIN. 


T-3 advised on December 26, 1957, that CARLOS gjXffiOUDENS 
- “BtJCRET, who described himself as one of the directors of 
the Frente de Liberacion Nacional, (FLN) recently stated 
he had come to Puerto Rico from New York to organize a 
branch of the FLN. DE CHOUDENS stated ALBIZU is advanced 
in age and should he die, the forces seeking Independence 
for Puerto Rico would be leaderless. DE CHOUDENS asserted 
the FLN Is being formed to assure that the groups seeking 
independence will not be without leaders when ALBIZU 




JOSE GIL DE LAMADRID advised Special Agents of 
the FBI on December 3, 1957, he was President 
of the Organizing Committee of the Frente de 
Liberacion Nacional, also known as National 
Liberation Front (FIN). GIL stated the FLN 
was organized on October 26, 1957, in New York 
City, by a group of 20 young Puerto Ricans who 
are determined that Puerto Rico will be inde- 
pendent. GIL said the FLN would use the following 
policies to obtain Puerto Rican independence: 
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Establishment of a permanent FLN Delegation to 
the United Nations to attract support of other 
colonial countries throughout the world; employ- 
ment of-picket lines, circulars and propaganda 
to bring Puerto Rican independence to the atten- 
tion of the world; sending of FLN delegates to 
Washington, D.C., to lobby for Puerto Rican in- 
dependence, and the establishment of economic 
sanctipns against the United States. 

[ 5-4 advised on January 17, 1957)Wt JOSE GIL 
uE LAMADRID was a- former member of the NPPR. 

(X-4 advised on November 25, 195Tf^hat JOSE GIL 
DE LAMADRID had addressed a public meeting of the 
FLN on November 24, 1957, at New York City, at 
which time he stated the purpose of the FLN was 
to achieve independence for Puerto RiCo at any 
cost and not through use of the ballot, and that 
while the FLN did not believe in violence, it 
would use it if necessary. 


IV. MISCELLANEOUS 

The December 23, 1957, issue of "El Mundo, " Page 1, Columns 
3, 4, 5; and Page 22, Columns 2, 3, and 4, under the caption, 
"Ecuadorian Deputies Visit ALBIZU CAMPOS. Believe He Should 
Continue To Remain In Hospital," states: 

"The three Ecuadorian Deputies who visited PEDRO 
ALBIZU -CAMPOS in the Presbyterian Hospital early Friday 
evening, are of the opinion that the best thing, physi- 
cally, for the Puerto Rican Nationalist leader, is that 
he remain in the hospital where he is at the present 
time. 


"The Deputies, Dr. JORGT^syjNAVEPEZ and GUILLERMO 
'•n^AQXJERIZO, in authorized press statements for 'El Mundo’ 
oJPSSaturday morning, commented as follows relative to 
the visit to Dr. ALBIZU CAMPOS: 'When we decided to 

come to Puerto Rico, we felt obliged to ask that we 
be allowed to visit Dr. ALBIZU CAMPOS. Then, when we 
found that life here is lived in a democratic atmosphere, 

COW'iDEsfokL 
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we decided that after we had visited him we would 
attempt. If we deemed it advisable in our position, 
to obtain his release. However, after our visit to 
the Nationalist leader, our observation of his status 
of health, and having been present during a discussion 
concerning him between Dr. MQNTILLA, ALBIZU's personal 
physician, and Dr. LEONARDQ/CORNEJO, esteemed Ecuadorian 
physician, we have come to the conclusion that the best 
thing, physically, is for him to remain in the hospital 
where he is at the present time, and where we found he 
1 b receiving careful attention. » 


"The interview, which lasted only two minutes, 
took place in the presence of Dr. ARTUBO-WORAI^S^CARRION, 
Assistant Secretary of State, and of Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA, 
Mr. ALBIZU CAMPOS' personal physician." 


The DIS, POPR memorandum dated October 21, 1957, sets forth 
the following concerning the visit of JORGE LUIS LANDING to 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS: 

Pursuant to authorization received from the Department of 
Justice, Attorney JORGE LUI^ANDING visited PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS on the l8th, instarft. 

The interview took place in the presence of Doctors MANUEL 
^EPREg^MARTINEZ and CARLtfS^RQRNANDEZ of the Presbyterian 
Hospital. They closed the door, for this reason our 
Agents were not present. The visit lasted from 4:05 to 
4:45 p.m. 

The Agents overhearcL LANDING inf oral him that he was not 
from the government/and that he was visiting him on be- 
half of DONA LAUffoAGPNESES and his son, as Attorney for 
the Defense. He then asked ALBIZU if ALBIZU recognized 
him, how he felt, and if he was well treated. To these 
replies, ALBIZU replied as he always does, saying, "Yes, 
Yes, Yes, No, No, No." 

Dr. MANUEL PEREZ MARTINEZ was interviewed and advised 
that in addition to the above-mentioned questions, JOSE 
LUIS LANDING asked him other questions in writing, which 
he - Dr. PEREZ MARTINEZ - did not see because LANDING 
replaced them in his pocket. To these questions also 
ALBIZU replied saying, "Yes, Yes, and No, No." 
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According to POPR reports, JORGE LUIS LANDING 
was the leader of a group of students who 
lowered the United States flag and raised the 
Nationalist flag at the University of Puerto 
Rico on December 15, 1947. POPR reports also 
reflect LANDING visited PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
in 1950. LANDING advised SA’s WIRT R. JONES 
and JOHN E. BYRNES on August 23, 1954, that he 
was not a member pf the NPPR and had never been 
a member of that party. He stated, however, it 
was not bad to haVe an isolated bit of violence 
now and then to focus international interest on 
Puerto Rico . 


T-5 advised on November 8, 1957, JUANITA OJEDA recently 
stated she expects- ALBIZU and other Nationalisthleaders 
to be released from prison whenever President EISENHOWER 
gives the order to the local Governor. OJEDA stated she 
is working night and day alt her seamstress business in order 
to make enough money to pajy the rent on the NPPR headquarters, 
to buy personal articles for PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, and to spend 
on commemorations of NPPR historical events 

T-l advised on January 31, 1957, JUANITA OJEDA 
is considered to be the active leader of the NPPR 
because of her activities on behalf of ALBIZU and

Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, POPR, advised SA HOLLOMAN on 
January 27, 1958, he has given instructions to his subordinates 
to call the FBI immediately upon receipt of information that 
ALBIZU's health is failing or there is danger of ALBIZU dying. 
He also advised these instructions have been put into a 
memorandum to his agents, which memorandum contains plans 
for action to be taken by the POPR upon ALBIZU’s death.

In view of the danger of possible violence by members of the 
NPPR upon the death of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, the following 
steps will be taken by the San Juan Office immediately upon 
receipt of information that ALBIZU is dead: 


I. Person on duty will call the SAC, ASAC and SA WILLIAM 
B. HOLLOMAN. 

II. Ihe SAC, or person acting for him, will advise the 
Bureau immediately by telephone call or radiogram of 
the death of ALBIZU and any pertinent developments. 

III. The SAC, Acting SAC, or person designated by the SAC 

will immediately advise the U. S. intelligence agencies 
in Puerto Rico. These will include ONI, OSI, G-2 and 
Secret Service. Ihe SAC, Acting SAC, or person 
designated by the SAC will keep the aforesaid services 
immediately advised of any developments and will 
receive from them any information which may come to 
their attention.

Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, DIS, POPR, has advised that 
orders have been given to all POPR personnel that as soon as 
information Is received that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS Is dead, the 
entire police force will be placed In emergency status. He 
stated the police in each zone will institute spot surveillance 
of known Nationalists and will advise DIS of their movements. 
The persons listed above are considered by the DIS and this 
office as being potentially the most dangerous, or the most 
likely to be Involved in any conspiracy of NPPR members. 

Captain GONZALEZ stated persons designated above for POPR

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IV. All AgentB handling security informants, both Nationalist 
and Communist, will alert their informants as soon as 
possible in order that they may place themselves in a 
position to be aware of any contemplated violence by 
either of these parties. 

V. SA GENTRY H. LOWE, JR. will, upon receiving information 
of the death of ALBIZU, establish liaison with Captain 
JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO and other officials of the POPR. 

It will be this Agent's responsibility to advise this 
office of the action being taken by the POPR and any 
information which the POPR receives concerning violence 
or contemplated violence. This close liaison will be 
maintained until the SAC considers the emergency situa- 
tion at an end. Another Agent will be assigned to alternate 
shifts with SA LOWE during the emergency. 

VI. One Agent will be assigned to thp International Airport, 

San Juan, to establish liaison with the DIS Agents as- 
signed there.

VII. For a period of at least 48 hours following the death 

of ALBIZU, there will be two Agents on dutfy at all times 
in, the San Juan Office. During working hours, the fe- 
male employees who normally work in the reception room 
of the San Juan Office will work in other areas of the 
office during this emergency. It will be the responsi- 
bility of the Agents on duty in the office to safeguard 
the space occupied by this office. They should be alert 
to any suspicious persons attempting to enter the office 
and completely satisfy themselves that persons desiring 
entrance to the office are not members of the NPPR. 

Agents having the security duty should review the photo- 
graphs of leading Nationalists which are maintained by 
SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN. 

It should be noted the Bureau insists that it be notified 
immediately of any situations which might cause an outbreak 
of violence by the NPPR. It is believed the death of ALBIZU 
may set off violent activities by certain fanatic members of 
that Party. It is our responsibility to keep the 
Bureau completely and immediately advised of all developments 
concerning violence in order that Bureau personnel and property 
can be protected.

STATUS OP INCARCERATION 


Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, Division of Internal Security, 
Police of Puerto Rioo (DIS, POPR), San Juan, Puerto Rico, ad- 
vised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on April 23, 1958, that PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS is confined at the Presbyterian Hospital, San- 
turce, Puerto Rico, and is under 24 hour guard by agents of 
the DIS. Captain GONZALEZ advised there are two agents on duty 
outside the room of ALBIZU at all times. He stated it is the 
duty of these agents to assure that no unauthorized persons go 
into the subject's/room arid /that the subject does not leave. 


Captain GONZALEZ 7 advised tpe subject is allowed visits by his 
daughter, ROSAWBIZU CB^O* NEILL, and his sister, ANA MARIA 
He stated that otjtier persons desiring to visit the' 
/subject must first obtain written permission from the Common- 
wealth Department of Justice. 


Captain GONZALEZ advised SA HOLLOMAN he has received no informa- 
tion to indicate the length of time the subject will be kept in 
the Presbyterian Hospital. i He stated it is his impression that 
ALBIZU will remain indefinitely in the hospital and will not be 
returned to the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico State Penitentiary, 
Rio Piedras, where he was incarcerated until his transfer to the 
hospital on November 9, 1956, due to his poor health.

Rico, organized in Argentipar;" sent a letter signed 
by its president, JUM^imOOITIA, to Governor LUIS ^ 
MUNOZ MARIN urging the /release from prison of PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS, Nationalist leader. The letter 
states that ALBIZU CAMPOS' sole crime was to urge the 
sovereignty of his native land from a speaker's stand. 

The letter points out that the release from prison of 
the Nationalist leader would be a noble and meritorious - 
act of great proportions which would have repercus- 
sions throughout all Latin America. The letter was 
sent from Nueve de Julio, Argentina."

I. STATUS OP INCARCERATION 


Captain .JUAN GONZAIEZ DELGADO, Division of Internal Security, 
Police of Puerto Rico (DIS, POPR}, San Juan, P.R., advised SA 
WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on October 28, 1958, PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
is confined at the Presbyterian Hospital, Santurce, Puerto 
Rico* and is guarded 24 hours a day by agents of the DIS. He 
stated two DIS agents are on duty outside the room of the sub- 
ject at all times, both to prevent unauthorized persons visit- 
ing the subject and also to prevent the subject's escape. 

Captain GONZALEZ/advised uhat ALBIZtJ is allowed visits by his 
daughter, ROSAVALBIZU DB4&* NEILL, and her husband, LUIS MANUEL 
O'NEILL ROSARIO, and his sister, ANA MARIA^CAMPOS . GONZALEZ 
informed that other persons desiring to visit ALBIZU must first 
obtain written permission from the Commonwealth Department of 
Justice . 

Captain GONZAIEZ advised that since ALBIZU was transferred to 
the Presbyterian Hospital from the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico 
State Penitentiary, Rio Piedras, on November 9, 1956, due to 
his poor physical condition, he. Captain GONZAIEZ, has re- 
ceived no indication from higher authorities as to the length 
of time ALBIZU will remain in the hospital. He stated it is 
his belief, however, that ALBIZU will remain indefinitely in 
the hospital, and at the present time there are no plans to 
either release him or tranrier him to the State Penitentiary.

, . . The fact continues then to be reaffirmed 
that PEDRO AIBIZU CAMPOS has been placed by the 
public opinion of the nations that are our sister 
nations on the pedestal that is proper for a 
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state of health of ALBIZU CAMPOS is satisfactory 
considering the seriousness of the ailments which 
caused his removal from the penitentiary to the 
Presbyterian Hospital. 

The September 26, 1958, issue of "El Imparcial" on page 4, 
columns 2 and 3 , and page 55, column 4, under the caption 
"Doctor Believes ALBIZU Will Not Again Talk or Walk," stated 
that LUIS MANUEL O'NEILL had stated that ALBIZU "Is very de- 
pressed and languid and desires to be Lift alone." O'NEILL 
related that although he and his wife, ROSA AL3IZU, are per- 
mitted an hour's visit every Sunday with ALBIZU, the latter 
seldom allows them to stay more than 10 or 15 minutes. Ac- 
cording to O'NEILL, and at the reqtiest of Mrs. LAURA MENESES 
DE ALBIZU, he, O'NEILL, asked ALBIZU 1 s doctor for a general 
report on ALBIZU' s state of health. According to the article, 
O'NEILL stated that the report furnished by the doctor contrasts 
with his personal opinion. Inasmuch as the doctor states that at 
the present time AIB1ZJ is at his best since he first became ill, 
in spite of the fact that he feels his patient will never talk 
or walk again. 

The September 26, 1958, issue of "El Mundo," San Juan daily 
newspaper, on page 23 , columns 1. 2 and 3, under the caption 
"FUPI Demands Release of ALBIZU," states In part: 

The Pro -Independence Federation of University 
Students ("Fedgracion de Universitarios Pro 
Independencia" ) has formally asked Governor LUIS 
MUNOZ MARIN for "the immediate release of the men 
and women who are political prisoners today because 
they fought for the Independence of Puerto Rico." 

The text of the resolution received in La Fortaleza 
reads as follows: 

"The Pro-Independence Federation of University 
Students, pursuant to its principles of national 
liberty, justice, and human dignity, asks the 
Governor of Puerto Rico for the immediate release 
of the men and women who are political prisoners 
today because they fought for the independence of 
Puerto Rico. 


"The voice of all America is clamoring for Justice 


for them and for the Apostle of Independence, 
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Doctor PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. We Puerto Ricans cannot 
do less than face the challenge of a continent which 
speaks with the words of Bolivar, San Martin, 

0‘ Higgins, Duarte, Marti, and other liberators who 
formed our America. 


The University Pro-Independence Federation, also 
known as .the Federacion Universitaria Pro Independen- 
cia (FUPI), according to information which he.3 ap- 
peared in various San Juan newspapers, is a student 
organization at the University of Puerto Rico, non- 
partisan in nature, which believes that independence 
for Puerto Rico should be achieved by peaceful 
means. The organization, according to these news- 
papers, has been in existence since October of 1956.

T-5 advised on May 15, 1958, that PAULINO CASTRO ABOLAFIA 
recently stated he believes ALBIZU will be released from prison 
in the near future, and the NPPR ie now thinking of buying a 
house somewhere on Sol St. in San Juan as a residence for ALBIZU 
upon his release. T-5 stated it seems impossible that the NPPR 
would be able to purchase a building inasmuch as they are now 
unable to even pay the small monthly rent on the headquarters 
which they occupy but do not us^Q^ 

PAULINO CASTRO ABOLAFIA was the self-admitted Secre- 
tary General of the NPPR from 1937-48. •/ 7; 

T-l advised on June 5 , 1958, that L0URDSS>S0LER and JUANITA 
OJEDA recently had a conversation in which OJEDA said she had 
been in contact with Attorney ANGEL CRUZ CRUZ and had discussed 
with him PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. OJEDA reportedly told SOLER It 
was hoped that they could obtain the release of ALBIZU as a re- 
sult of the wave of anti-American feeling now present in Latin 
America, and as evidenced by the recent treatment received by 
Vice President RICHARD NIXON during his trip to that area. As 
OJEDA explained it to SOLER, the United States is presently 
worried over this feeling and would probably be glad to take A/ ^ 
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steps to counter this reaction. One of these steps could be 
to release AIBIZU conditionally; i.e., to free him but place 
certain restrictions oh him and his movements. 


OJEDA, according to SOLER, believes the United States might be 
willing to consider such a move since the United States is 
aware that all Latin America knows that ALBIZU is being held in 
prison because of the United States Government and net because 
of the Puerto Rican Government.

T-l advised on August 21, 19581 that JUANITA OJEDA stated on 
August 21, 1958, that on a reejent trip to the Presbyterian

his room. According to T-l, OJEDA was quite elated that she 
had been able to speak to ALBIZU, even though It was a brief 
greeting.

The enclosed memorandum outlines the steps which 
the San Juan Office will take upon receipt of information 
that ALBIZU is dead. UACB, the instructions set forth in 
enclosed memorandum will be followed upon the death of 
ALBIZU; 
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In view of the danger of possible violence by members of the 
NPFR upon the death of PEDRO AIBIZU CAMPOS, the following 
steps will be taken by the San Juan Office immediately upon 
receipt of Information that ALBIZU is dead: 

I. Person on duty will call the SAC, ASAC and SA WILLIAM 
B. HOLLOMAN. 

II. The SAC, or person acting for him, will advise the 
Bureau immediately by telephone call or radiogram of 
the death of ALBIZU and any pertinent developments. 

III. The SAC, Acting SAC, or person designated by the SAC 

will immediately advise the U. 3 ; intelligence agencies 
in Puerto Rice. These will include ONI, OSI, G-2 and 
Secret Service. The SAC, Acting SAC, .or person desig- 
nated by the SAC will keep the aforesaid services 
' immediately advised of any developments and will receive 
from them any information which may come to their atten- 
tion.

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Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, DIS, POPR, has advised that 
orders have been given to all POPR personnel that as soon 
as information is received that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS is dead, 
the entire police force will be placed in emergency status. 
He stated the police in each zone will institute spot sur- 
veillance of known Nationalists and will advise DIS of their 
movements. The persons listed above are considered by the 
DIS and this office* as being potentially the most dangerous, 
or the most likely to be involved in any conspiracy of NPPR 
members.

It will ht r i Agent's responsibility to advise this 
office of tne action being taker. by the POPR and any 
informa tier, vrtiich the POPR receives concerning violence 
or contemplated violence. This close liaison will be 
maintained until the SAC considers the emergency situa- 
tion at an end. Another Agent will be assigned to 
alternate shifts with SA STRONG during the emergency. 

VI. One Agent will be assigned fed the International Air- 
port, San Juan, to (establish liaison with the DIS 
Agents assigned there.

Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, Division of. Internal 
Security, Police of Puerto Rico (DIS, POPR) , San Juan, 

Puerto Rico, advised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on April 24, 
1959* that ALBIZU continues to be confined at the Presby- 
terian Hospital, Santurce, P.R., under 24 hour guard by 
agents of the Division of Internal Security. Captain 
GONZALEZ stated that two DIS agents are stationed outside 
the hospital room of ALBIZU at all times to prevent AL- 
BIZU's escape and to prevent visits to him from unauthorized 
persons. 




According to Captain GONZALEZ, the only persons who are 
authorized, to visit ALBIZU regularly are his daughter.

Captain GONZALEZ advised that to his knowledge there are no 
plans to either release ALBIZU or return him to the State 
Penitentiary, from which he was transferred to the Presbyterian 
Hospital on November 9 » 1956, due to his poor physical condition. 

The March 7, 1959 issue of "El Mundo" on page 1, column 8 , and 
page 21, columns 3 and 4, contains an article captioned, "ALBIZU 
Will Remain At Presbyterian." This article states: 

Attorney HIRAM CANCIO, Secretary of Justice, in- 
formed yesterday that there are no immediate plans 
to return Mr. PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS to the State 
Penitentiary because his state of health does not 
permit it, and he explained that the Government 
has spent up to now, for medical services for the 
prisoner at Presbyterian Hospital and in prison, 
a total of $49,137.90, from April 4, 1956 to 
February 28 of the present year. 

The Secretary offered the explanation sifter a com- 
ment was made by a group of people who believe that 
the patient should be returned to the State Peni- 
tentiary and that his present treatment should be 
continued there. 

He was asked if there was some way of preventing 
the Government from investing such a big sum of money 
for ALBIZU CAMPOS 1 treatment, without depriving him 
of the treatment and services required by his condi- 
tion. 

Attorney CANCIO answered: "I don't know any method 

of preventing these expenditures. I assume that if 
he came from a rich family, and if the law allowed 
it, he, himself, could defray the expenses." 

The Secretary went on to say: "I don't believe 

that this is the case with him, and I don't believe 
that in order to economize a few thousand dollars 
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from the total Government expenditures, the patient 
should be subjected to the difficulties he would 
find at the Penitentiary and which Dr. MONTILLA has 
reported. " 

The Secretary was referring to the reports fur- 
nished by Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA, ALBIZU CAMPOS' 
doctor at the Presbyterian Hospital, whom Mr. CANCIO 
called for advice when the question arose of whether 
or not he planned to transfer the patient to the 
Penitentiary. 

The Secretary said that he wished to point out that, 
he "thoroughly agrees with the people who say that 
if Mr. ALBIZU' s health permits it, he should be re- 
turned to the Penitentiary. But, the case is that 
ALBIZU' s health does not permit it, according to the 
most authorized person to determine this, his doctor. 

"Knowing that this question would arise," continued 
Attorney CANCIO, "we called Dr. MONTILLA, who treats 
ALBIZU, and he told us, 'There has been no change in 
the patient's condition. He eats well, he rides 
around in his wheel chair and we try to make him 
' walk and exercise. He still does not talk well. As 
to returning him to the Penitentiary, my opinion is 
that the hospital facilities at the Penitentiary are 
only in case of an emergency and that they are not 
suited for the treatment of a chronic convalescent 
as is the case of ALBIZU. ' " 

The Secretary disclosed at a Press Conference in his 
office, that from April 4, 1956 to June 30, 1956, the 
Government spent for ALBIZU $2,472 for nursing services, 
$1,400 for doctors, plus $1,551.45 for hospital expenses. 

Prom July 1st, 1956 to June 30, 1957 , the expenses were 
as follows: nurses, $ 6 , 668 ; doctors, $ 3 * 837 ; hospital, 

$ 3 , 816 . 60 . 

From July 1st, 1958 to February 29 of the present year, 
the expenses were as follows: nurses, $ 5 , 698 ; doctors, 

$2,430 and hospital, $3,545.65. 
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All together the Government has spent $23,372 for 
nurses* services; $11,387 for doctors, and $14,378.90 
for hospital expenses. 

ALBIZU CAMPOS has been hospitalized a total of 930 days. 

The Secretary of Justice clarified that the patient 
was discharged June 30, 1956, and hospitalized again, 
November 9, 1956, and that doctors treated the patient 
at the Presbyterian Hospital, as well as at the State 
Penitentiary. 


II. HEALTH STATUS 


On April 24, 1959, Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO advised SA 
HOLLOMAN that judging from the daily reports which he receives 
from his agents at the Presbyterian Hospital, it appears that 
ALBIZU's physioal condition is quite satisfactory. ALBIZU 
does not, however, have more than slight control over his right 
arm and leg movements, and his speech is greatly impaired. 
ALBIZU, according to Captain GONZALEZ, is apparently in good 
health. 


III. LEADERSHIP STATUS 

fSJ T-l advised on April 23, 1959^that ALBIZU is considered the 

'supreme leader of the Nationalist PajNay of Puerto Rico (NPPR) X 
in spite of his incarceration. [SJ T-^ytated that ALBIZU is 1 W] 
revered by members of the NPPR and tfiey look upon him as a / 

martyr and hero of Puerto Rico's struggle for independence. 

The informant advised that only under ALBIZU's leadership did 
the NPPR thrive and become a dedicated, fanatical revolutionary 
organization. Now that ALBIZU is unable to give the NPPR active 
leadership, the party has deteriorated into a loose-knit organiza- 
tion of individuals who are without the capable, dedicated and 
dynamic leadership so essential to a revolutionary organization. 
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(sj T-lj^erred that ALBIZU is adored by his devoted followers 
^d they consider him the apostle of Puerto Rico’s struggle 
for freedom. According to (SJ T-lVfcfrio one can take ALBIZU* s 
place as the supreme leader of tHfefSJPPR during his lifetime. 


!V. PRESS COMMENTS CONCERNING ALBIZU 


The October 31* 1958, issue of "El Imparcial," San Juan daily 
newspaper, on page 18, columns 4 and 5, contains an article cap 
tioned "Ecuadorian Students Urge Liberation of Puerto Rico." 
That article states in part: 

Advocating the freedom of Puerto Rico and Dr. PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS, a small group of university students 
from the Ecu adorian National Revolu tio nary Movement 
marched through the streets oT Quito, the capital" 
of the Republic of Ecuado r, in a demonstration sup- 
porting the cause of the^independence of, Qxevfcp, Rico, 
according to the report of Deputy JORGE< , d JNAfi ffi PES * 
national leaderj»f the said movement, in a'~let£er 
sent to ERASrj0fvANDO, _independentist leader. 

Carrying a poster reading 11 Puerto Rico Should Be 
Free; We Request the Freedom of the Martyr ALBIZU 
CAMPOS," the students went to the Pasaje Royal in 
Quito, where officials from the United States were 
presenting a propaganda exposition advertised with 
the suggestive title of "Puerto Rico — Ten Years 
of Progress." They placed the said poster in the 
aforementioned exposition and made angry statements 
against the colonial regime maintained in Puerto 
Rico by the North American nation. 

The December 27, 1958, issue of "El Imparcial" on page 31* 
columns 4 and 3* under the caption, "Nationalists Evade Sur- 
veillance Kept on ALBIZU, states in part: 

Evading the surveillance maintained by Internal 
Security agents stationed in the corridor leading 
to the room occupied by Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, 
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President of the Nationalis/t Party, in the Presby- 
terian Hospital, a group pf three Nationalists, 
headed by PRANCISCa^CRUa^STRADA, succeeded in 
getting in to see ‘The Nationalist leader with a 
Christmas message and received a hearty hug and 
the word “firmness" from the latter for the 
Puert o Rican people. (\j n/ 

Warned of the presence of the three outsiders in 
ALBIZU CAMPOS' room, the two Internal Security 
agents burst in and one of them had a brief hand- 
to-hand encounter with one of the Nationalists 
and threatened the second that he would take out 
his revolver, CRUZ ESTRADA said that to avoid 
greater dispute, they withdrew. 

In offering details on the incident, CRUZ ESTRADA, 
who arrived recently in Puerto Rico from prison in 
Atlanta, Georgia, where he served a four-year sentence 
for failure to report for Selective Service, said 
that Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS is in perfect possession 
of his mental faculties, although he suffers from a 
swelling on the face, notably on his forehead. 


(S Ijyf-b advised on January 19, 1959jThab PELEGRIN 
jwARCIA has stated on numerous occasions in the past 
7 ’'that He is a member of the Nationalist Party . of 
Puerto Rico. 


The Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico has been 
designated by the Attorney General of the United 
States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 


The December 7 > 1958, issue of "El Diario de Nueva York," New 
York City daily newspaper, on page D3, under the caption "The 
Case of ALBIZU CAMPOS - Devotion of His Followers Keeps Alive 
the Ideal of Independence," states in part: 


In the defeated but not liquidated Nationalist 
Party of Puerto Rico there exists at present a 
group of ladies who are completely self-sacri- 
ficing and who are fighting for the cause which 
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they believe is the best fer the political future 
of the smallest of the islands of the Greater 
Antilles. One of these suffering and staunch 
women is JUANITA 0J-;DA, a resident in Rio Piedras, 
who does not hesitate to show her devotion and 
admiration for Doctor PEDRO AIBIZU CAMPOS, supreme 
leader of the Puerto Rican Nationalist movement. 


One of the tasks that JUANITA performs with the 
;'iiost satisfaction is that of bringing food and 
clean clothing twice a week to ALBIZU CAMPOS in 
the Presbyterian Hospital. It is a duty that she 
has set herself in her extreme devotion to the 
chief of Puerto Rican Nationalism. Sometimes 
JUANITA goes to the hospital with Dona ANA ALBIZU 
CAMPOS, who makes special trips from the city of 
Ponce, where she resides, to see her brother in 
the Presbyterian Hospital. 


JUANITA is not allowed, as Dona ANA is, to visit 
the sick man because she does not have a pass, 
but she resigns herself to remaining near the room 
where the leader of the Nationalist movement spends 
his days. One of her greatest satisfactions was 
when she saw ALBIZU CAMPOS being pushed in a wheel 
chair by a nurse. She said that her eyes flooded 
with tears when she noticed that ALBIZU CAMPOS had 
recognized her. 


The March 19, 1959, issue of "El Mundo," page 13, columns 1 
through 4, under the caption, "Mrs, ALBIZU CAMPOS condemns 
in Cuban newspaper the treatment received by ALBIZU," states 
in parJb 


|EDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS’ wife, Mrs. LAURAjpENESES EE 
BIZU, calls "cynical" the statements made re- 
cently by the Secretary of Justice, Attorney 
HIRAM CANCIO, where he stated that "$49, 137 had been 
spent in the support of the Nationalist leader, who 
has been under medical care at the Presbyterian 
Hospital for two and a half years." 


Mrs. ALBIZU CAMPOS said that the statements made by 
"the Secretary of Colonial Justice in Puerto pi ,co . ... 
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try to confuse public opinion, once more, by trying 
to make the people believe that the military inter- 
vention authorities are not assassinating, but are 
taking care of the revolutionary martyr of the cause 
for Puerto Rican Independence . " 

In the extensive report published by "Revolucion, " 
Mrs. MENESES DE ALBIZU CAMPOS related ALBIZU CAMPOS' 
imprisonments, "the tortures" he had been subjected 
to, particularly "the radiation treatments." when he 
was a prisoner at "La Princesa," and the "lack of 
medical care when he was at the Penitentiary in Rio 
Piedras, after suffering a cerebral hemorrhage," 


V. PLANS FOR ACTION WHEN ALBIZU DIES 

C|j T-2 advised on April 13, 1959"ptnkt at a. meeting of the 
'Federacion Universitaria Pro-InBependencia (PUPl) on April 13, 
1959, PELEGRIN GARCIA spoke and, among other things, stated 
that there are plans to cause trouble, even with firearms, upon 
the' death of ALBIZU. He said the NPPR had died, but had died 
gloriously, and that ALBIZU will not die in vain. 

Information concerning the FUPI is contained in the 
Appendix hereto. 


VI. MISCELLANEOUS 


On April 15, 1959, Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, DIS, POPR, 
advised SA HOLLOMAN that on April 14, 1959, a group of 9 or 10 
persons, including PELEGRIN GARCIA, went to the Presbyterian 
Hospital, Santurce, and tried to force their way into the room 
of ALBIZU. According to Captain GONZALEZ, PELEGRIN GARCIA had 
to be forcibly ejected from the room by the two DIS agents who 
are on duty guarding ALBIZU, Following this, PELEGRIN GARCIA 
and several others began shouting in the hospital such phrases 
as "Viva ALBIZU CAMPOS!" and "Viva La Republicai" 
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(SJ T-3 advised on November J s 1958) that JUANITAJ^wSDA commented 
xhat she is still going to the Presbyterian HosjSotal in Santurce 
several times weekly to take food and other articles to ALBIZU. 
She said she launders the* clothing of ALBIZU and has to go to 
the hospital frequently -;o pick up his clothing. She added 
that on several occasions she has had the opportunity to ob- 
serve ALBIZU briefly., and he has recognized her on some occa- 
sions and on others he appears not to recognize her.

DETAILS: 


I. STATUS OP INCARCERATION 

Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, Division of 
Intelligence, Police of Puerto Rico (DI, POPR), San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, advised SA ROBERT G. STRONG on 
August 14, 1959* and again on October 14, 1959, that 
ALBIZU continues to be confined at the Presbyterian 
Hospital, Santurce, Puerto Rico, under 24-hour guard 
by Agents of the DI. Captain GONZALEZ stated that 
two DI Agents are stationed outside the hospital room 
of ALBIZU at all times to prevent his escape and to 
prevent visits to him from unauthorized persons. 

According to Captain GONZALEZ, the only persons 
who are authorized to visit ALBIZU regularly are his 
daughter, ROSA ALBIZU DE O'NEILL, and her husband, LUIS 
MANUEL O'NEILL, and ALBIZU* s sister, ANA MARIAJJAMPOS. 

He added that JUANITA OJEDA regularly brings-tflean 
clothing and miscellaneous items for ALBIZU as does SAL- 
VADOR GONZALEZ. He stated, however, that these two <do 
not enter the room. He advised that any other person 
desiring to visit ALBIZU must obtain permission from the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico Department of Justice. 

Captain GONZALEZ stated that to his knowledge 
there are no plans to either release ALBIZU or return 
him to the State Penitentiary, from which he was trans- 
ferred on November 9, 1956 due to his poor physical 
condition. 


SJ T-l advised on May 7, 1959 
that at a National Board meeting 
of the Nationalist Party of Puerto 
Rico (NPPR) held on May 3, 1959, 
in Santurce, Puerto Rico, LUIS 
MANUEL O'NEILL was elected President 
of the NPPR National Board and that 
JUANITA OJEDA was elected Treasurer

II. HE ALTO STATUS 


During the months of July and August, 1959* Captain 
GONZALEZ advised Special Agents ELDON D. RUDD and ROBERT G. 
STRONG that ALBIZU was under treatment for a kidney ailment. 
He stated that the subject wafc ailing more than usual. This 
condition continued until August 14, 1959, at which time 
the subjects condition became more favorable and Captain 
GONZALEZ advised on October 14, 1959 that ALBIZU’ s condition 
is favorable. He stated ALBIZU does not appear to be in 
any danger at the present time. He advised as before 'that 
ALBIZU does not have more than slight control over his 
right arm and leg movements aijtd his speech is greatly 
impaired. 


III. LEADERSHIP STATUS £& ^ 

(SJ T-l advised on August 13, 1952J?hat ALBIZU 
is considered the supreme leader of the NPPR In spite of 
his Incarceration. He stated that ALBIZU is revered by 
members of the NPPR and that they look upon him as a 
martyr and hero' of the Puerto Rican struggle for indepen- 
dence. The informant advised that only under ALBIZU’ s 
leadership did the NPPR thrive and become a dedicated, 
fanatical revolutionary organization. Now that ALBIZU is 
unable to give the NPPR active leadership, the Party has 
deteriorated into a loose-knit organization of individuals 
who are without the capable, dedicated and dynamic leader- 
ship so essential to a revolutionary organization. (SJ T-T 
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CONHOElplAL 


stated that ALBIZU is adored by his devoted followers and 
they consider him ti^apostle of Puerto Rico’s struggle ( U ) 
for freedom. [SJ T^Tjffitated in his opinion no one can taire ’ 
ALBIZU’ s place as the supreme leader cf the NPPR during his 
lifetime. 


Captain GONZALEZ, DI, POPR, advised SA ELDON D. 

RUDD on July 27, 1959 and SA ROBERT G. STRONG on September 
28, 1959 that it had been noted that at a recent NPPR com- 
memoration held in Puerto Rico, the name of ALBIZU and his 
portrait were more than ever before used and portrayed 
throughout the commemoration, thus Indicating to him. Captain 
GONZALEZ, that ALBIZU continues as the undisputed leader and 
idol of the NPPR.

fOn September 25, 1959, SJ T-l advisedjthat at a 
recent NPpE oommemoration at Lares, Puerto Rico, he was 
reminded of a period reminiscent of the era when ALBIZU had 
personally directed the activities of the NPPR. The 
informant said his opinion was based on the enthusiasm and 
participation shown by the members of the NPPR at this 
commemoration. 


IV. PRESS COMMENTS CONCERNING ALBIZU 

An article appearing In "El Mundo, " a San Juan 
Spanish Language daily newspaper. Issue dated July 28, 1959, 
reflected that an NPPR celebration took place In New York 
City the previous week and that numerous Puerto Ricans who 
represented the NPPR and other Independence groups in New 
York engaged In a "poster walk" on Broadway from 23rd Street 
to Columbus Circle.

An article appearing in"El Imparcial" issue of 
September 21, 1959* reflects that the above-mentioned letter 
written by O'NEILL under the name of ALBIZU was reportedly 
submitted to the Third Latin American Students Congress held 
in Caracas from September 6 to September 16, 1959. The 
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article did not comment what actions, if any, were taken by 
the Congress. 

(?J T-l advised on September 10, 195^hat SALVADOR 
GONZALEZ waS arrested on September 4, 1959 forclistributing 
handbills which had been printed by 0* NEILL. GONZALEZ was 
at the International Airport at the time of his arrest distri- 
buting these handbills and since the handbills bore no identi- 
fication as to who had prepared them the Police stated that 
this was a violation of the law. According to the Police, 
GONZALEZ told the Police officers that the identification on 
the handbills was that the words thereon had been spoken by 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS and therefore they could presume that ALBIZU 
had prepared the handbills, nils did not deter the arrest- 
ing officers. 


On September 12, 1959 , Captain GONZALEZ, DI, POPR, 
advised SA RUDD that during the night of September 11, 1959* 
a large number of mimeographed leaflets were distributed in 
front of the University of Puerto Rico at Rio Piedras. These 
leaflets bore the photograph of ALBIZU and read as follows, 
as translated from the Spanish: 

"1891 - 1959. Long live the patriot PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS. Born September 12, 1891 , 68 years ago. 

Has been In prison for 20 years, is seriously 111, and 
is serving 79 year sentences. On this day we demand 
his freedom. " 


Cfei September 11, 1959* the above -described leaf- 
let was found attached to electric light poles in Mayaguez, 
Puerto Rico. 


An article appearing in "El Mundo" dated September 
13* 1959* reports that on the morning of September 12, 1959, 
the above leaflet was found at Ponce, Puerto Rico. Also at 
Ponce was another mimeographed leaflet which read as follows, 
as translated from the Spanish: 
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"independence now! Fight for it! The 
political prisoners are ill; All of 
them have aged. Puerto Ricans of America, 
demand his release. Firmness!, ALBIZU 
CAMPOS has said." 


The September, 1959 issue of " Informed on, " 
written and printed by LUIS 0‘ NEILL, contains the following 
articles as translated from the Spanish concerning ALBIZU. 

It should be noted that this publication was started by 
O'NEILL in July, 1959 and has been distributed monthly since 
that time. 


TWENTY YEARS OF IMPRISONMENT FOR LIBERTY 


Page 5, Column 1 

"On the occasion of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPO's 
birthday, the Apostle of Puerto Rican In- 
dependence, a handbill in remembrance of 
a mournful event was profusely circulated 
through the country. On the occasion of 
his 68th birthday, 20 of which he has spent 
in prison, his country does not forget him 
and clamors for his freedom. ALBIZU CAMPOS 
has said, ' Liberty has to be paid for,with 
its just price." 

The above article continues by informing the 
public concerning the above-mentioned handbills found in 
Ponce and Mayaguez, Puerto Rico. 

AN NPPR MESSAGE TO THE YOUTH OF PUERTO RICO

O'NEILL in this article answers the comments made 
by NPPR members where they question the fact that ALBIZU 
CAMPOS had written the letter mentioned above to the Third 
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Latin American Congress held in Caracas. 0* NEILL states 

"The message was worded by his personal secretary and sent 
to Caracas with the permission of the President of the 
NPPR, Dr, PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, and it is an official docu- 
ment from the Movement." 

CONFISCATION AND INQUISITION AT THE 
PRESBYTERIAN HOSPITAL 


"On the occasion of ALBIZU CAMPOS* birthday, 
September 12, 1959, several persons sent him 
bouquets of flowers with cards of remembrance. 
These bouquets were arranged by several florist 
shops and were sent by messengers from these 
shops to the Presbyterian Hospital, where the 
illustrious man Is imprisoned. 

However, none of these bouquets were in the 
cell-room of the Master. 


Later, we found out that the Yankee agents 
of the so-called Internal Security confis- 
cated those bouquets as they arrived and 
they subjected the messengers to inquisito- 
rial interrogations. 

It seems that the lackeys of the Invader think 
even flowers are subversive." 


VI. PLANS FOR ACTION WHEN ALBIZU DIES 

(SJ T-l advised on May 21, 1959J*hat 0* NEILL recently 
stated thaf a reporter from a New York rrewspaper had recently 
questioned him as to the action the Nationalists will take 
upon the death of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 0* NEILL said he told 
the reporter he could not answer that question and it would 
all depend on what the Government did at that time. 
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A memorandum dated June 8, 1959 from the DI, 

POPR, San Juan, Puerto Rico, reflected that about a year 
and a half ago LUIS 0* NEILL visited the Ehret Funeral 
Parlor in Hato Rey, Puerto Rico. His purpose was to 
reserve a casket for ALBI.ZU and he appeared interested in 
the most expensive one in stock at the time. O'NEILL 
stated that the expenses in connection with the burial and 
cost of the casket would be covered by the Government in 
the Dominican Republic and by FELIX BENITEZ REXACH. At the 
same time O’NEILL indicated that the following program would 
be followed upon ALBIZU' s death: 


On the first night he will lie in state at the 
funeral parlor. From there he will be taken to Rio Piedras 
to a location at the corner of Brumbaugh and Robles Street. 
He will be returned to the funeral parlor and then taken to 
the Cathedral »in Ponce, Puerto Rico, where he will remain 
for three days, then brought to the Cathedral in San Juan 
and from there to the Porta Coeli Cemetery at Hato Tejas, 
Puerto Rico, where he will be buried. 


According to the Police report, a few days after 
O'NEILL'S visit to the funeral parlor, a telephone call was 
received by the owner of the funeral parlor from FELIX 
BENITEZ REXACH informing him that O'NEILL had written to 
the Dominican Government concerning the above plan and 
that the Dominican Government had declined to consider 
the plan and to have anything to do with it. 


SJ T-l has advised that FELIX 
BENITEZ REXACH has contributed 
financially to the NPPR for 
many years ^ ^ 


(SJ T-3 advised on June 15 j 1959Jraa£ one of the 
main points' concerning the NPPR policy Itt New York City is 
as follows : 


"Organize an efficient group which can be called 
together Immediately upon the death of ALBIZU in order to 
discuss immediate steps to be taken by the NPPR prior to his 
funeral . 
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fsj T-l advised on August 13, 1959jFthat there is 
no generar^speculation among members of the NPPR regarding 
ALBIZU* s health. Ihere is no set plan known to the inform- 
ant concerning what will take place at the time of ALBIZU's 
death. 


VII. MISCELLANEOUS 

SJ T-l advised on April 23, 1959, that O'NEILL 
recently stated that on the previous Sunday 0* NEILL 

and his wife ROSA AI-BIZU DE O'NEILL, the daughter of 
ALBIZU CAMPOS, visited the subject in the Presbyterian 
Hospital. O'NEILL tooc several of the pills which ALBIZU 
is given in the hospit C. He plans to send these pills to 
the laboratory to determine their content. O'NEILL stated 
that if the contents o ’ t :e pills contain any harmful drug, 
he plans to base future ®r.ti- American propaganda on this 

A DI, POPR memorandum da J ed June 11, 1959, re- 
flected information from a Police source of information 
believed by them to be reliable th.t a meeting had been 
held by several NPPR members about three weeks prior to 
June 8, 1959. At this meeting a proposal was made to kidnap 
ALBIZU from the Presbyterian Hospital in order to send him 
out of the country. LUIS O'NEILL dissapproved of this idea. 

SJ T-4 advised on July 1, 1959 that the Nationalists 
in Havana, Cuba, have organized a special committee with the 
consent of FIDEL CASTRO and his Government to work out the 
complete liberation of ALBIZU. The NPPR in New York is plan- 
ning to send a delegation of three persons to get in touch 
with the members of this committee. The group In Havana 
is called "Apristas Cubftnos" and is composed of revolution- 
aries from all parts of Central and South America, including 
Puerto Ricans, Cubans, Dominicans, and members-in-exile from

In view of the danger of possible violence by members of the 
NPPR upon the death of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOB, the following 
steps will be taken by the San Juan Office immediately upon 
receipt of information that ALBIZU is dead: 


1. Person on duty will call the SAC, ASAC and SA EUGENE 
C. PETERSON and SA DOUGLAS G. BILLS. 

2. The SAC, or person acting for him, will advise the Bureau 
immediately by telephone of the death of 

ALBIZU and any pertinent developments, and request Bureau 
to advise New York, Chicago, Newark, Philadelphia and 
WPO. I 

3. The SAC, acting SAC, or person designated by the SAC will 
immediately advise the U. S. intelligence agencies in 
Puerto Rico. These include ONI, OSI, Cl C, Secret Service, 
U. S. Customs -Investigative Division, U. S. Attorney and 
U. S. District Court Judge, te SAC, acting SAC, or 
person designated by the SAC will keep the aforesaid 
agencies immediately advised of any developments and 
will receive from 'them any information which may come 

to their attention. 

4. in addition, person designated by the SAC will immediately 
advise all Resident Agents. The Resident Agent at Fajardo 
will then immediately advise the Commanding officer at 
Roosevelt Roads. The Resident Agent at Aguadilla will 
immediately advise the person in charge of OSI, Ramey 

Air Force Base . 


5. Surveillances by the San Juan office will be instituted 
immediately on the following persons:

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Surveillances by the Division of Intelligence, police of 
Puerto Rico, will be instituted on the following:

Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, DI, POPR, has advised that orders 
have been given to all POPR personnel that as soon as 
information is received that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS is dead, the 
entire police force will be placed in emergency status. He 
stated the police in each zone will institute spot 
surveillances of known Nationalists and will advise DI of 
their movements. The persons listed above are considered 
by the DI and this office as being potentially the most 
dangerous, or the most likely to be involved in any con- 
spiracy of NPPR members. Captain GONZALEZ stated persons 
designated above for POPR surveillances will be kept under- 
observation either through full surveillances or by frequent 
spot checks, depending on the number of men available and 
the activity of the persons being watched. 
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will be placed under full surveillances 

by this office until the emergency situation is considered 
at an end. Sheets containing descriptions, photographs 
and addresses of these persons have been prepared and 
will be given to Agents participating in the surveillance. 


6. All Agents handling security informants, both Nationalist 
and Communist, will alert their informants as soon as 
possible in order that they may place themselves in a 
position to be aware of any contenplated violence by either 
of these parties. 

7. ’SA DOUGLAS G. BILLS will, upon receiving information of the 
death of ALBIZU, establish liaison with Captain JUAN GONZALEZ 
DELGADO and other officials of the POPR. It will be this 
Agent's responsibility to advise this office of the action 
being taken by the POPR and any information which the 

POPR receives concerning violence or contemplated violence. 
This close liaison will be maintained until the SAC considers 
the emergency situation at an end. Another Agent will be 
assigned to alternate shifts with SA BILLS during the 
emergency. 

8. one Agent will be assigned to the International Airport, 

San Juan, to establish liaison with the DI Agents assigned 
there. Itwill be that AgentMS responsibility to report 
information concerning the arrival or leaving of 
Nationalists at that Airport. Another Agent will also 

be assigned to this duty to alternate shifts with the 
first Agent. 

9* For a period of at least 48 hours following the death of 
ALBIZU, there will be two Agents on duty at all times in 
the San Juan Office . During working hours the female 
emplqees who normally work in the reception room of the 
San Juan Office will work in other areas of the office 
during this emergency. It will be the responsibility of 
the Agents on duty In the office to safeguard the space 
occupied by this office . They should be alert to any 
suspicious persons attempting to enter the office and 
completely satisfy themselves that persons desiring 
entrance to the office are not members of the NPPR. 
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Agents having the security duty should review the 
photographs of leading Nationalists. 


It should be noted the Bureau” insists on being notified 
immediately of any situation which might cause an outbreak 
of violence by the NPPR. It is believed the death of ALBIZU 
may set off violent activities by certain fanatic members 
of that Party. It is our responsibility to keep the Bureau 
completely and immediately advised of all developments 
concerning 5 violence in order that Bureau personnel and 
property can be protected.
